MANAGER'S  REPORT 


1968  has  been  another  year  of  progress  for  the  Town  of  Newport 
in  many  different  ways.  The  following  are  the  highlights: 

1.  The  water  reconstruction  project  was  completed  except  for 
installation  of  meters.  Work  on  meter  installation  continues.  Newport 
now  has  one  of  the  finest  water  systems  in  all  of  New  England.  More 
on  this  in  Water  Dept.  report. 

2.  Initial  grant  of  $400,000  in  federal  funds  for  Sewer  Project 
was  accepted.  Work  on  this  project  is  expected  to  begin  in  spring  of 
1969  and  be  completed  in  fall  of  1970.  Rising  construction  costs  will 
require  additional  funding  and  this  will  be  requested  in  a  special 
article  at  1969  Town  Meeting. 

3.  Planning  on  Small  Watershed  Flood  Control  Project  for  Sugar 
River  is  nearly  complete.  It  is  expected  these  plans  will  be  made  final 
in  1969  and  hopefully  construction  of  dams  can  begin  in  1970  or  1971. 

4.  Police  Department  enlarged  by  addition  of  new  officers,  dis- 
patcher, and  a  meter  maid.  Certain  new  equipment  and  facilities  still 
badly  needed  and  funds  for  these  items  are  being  requested  in  1969 
Town  Warrant. 

5.  Fire  Department  has  completed  improvements  as  recommended 
by  a  recent  survey  of  N.  H.  Fire  Underwriters  Association.  This  action 
has  precluded  an  increase  in  fire  insurance  rates  in  the  Town  of 
Newport. 

6.  Newport  Charter  Committee  submitted  its  recommendations  for 
a  Council-Manager  form  of  government  which  was  accepted  by  the 
Selectmen  and  has  been  introduced  into  the  N.  H.  State  Legislature 
for  the  purpose  of  passing  an  enabling  act  as  required  by  law.  This 
matter  will  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  town  sometime  in  1969 
for  their  decision. 

I  would  again  like  to  thank  all  the  town  employees  for  their  con- 
tinued loyal  support.  Newport  is  extremely  fortunate  to  have  such  a 
dedicated  group  of  individuals  to  carry  on  the  day  to  day  operations 
of  this  community. 

The  continued  support  of  the  Selectmen  has  made  it  possible  for 
the  past  year's  accomplishments  and  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  this  support. 

Last,  but  not  least,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Newport 
for  their  understanding  and  continued  support  of  the  many  progressive

programs  in  which  the  Town  has  been  engaged  over  the  past  few  years. 
Now  that  the  new  federal  highway  programs  are  nearly  complete 
in  this  area  we  can  look  forward  to  continued  growth  in  many  ways. 
It  is  to  everyone's  credit  that  Newport  has  had  the  foresight  to  get 
ready,  in  an  orderly  manner,  for  this  inevitable  expansion.

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newport,  qualified  to  vote  on  Town 
Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Town  of  Newport  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  elect  a  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years;  to 
elect  a  Town  Treasurer  and  Town  Clerk  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  elect  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commission 
for  three  years  and  all  other  officers,  Auditors,  Agents  and  Commit- 
tees necessary  for  the  Town  Business. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  should  accept  the  proposed 
council-manager  charter  of  the  Town  of  Newport. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  employ  Auditors  to  inspect  and  audit  the  books  of  the  Town 
and  its  departments  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer, 
Auditors  and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  the  notes  of  the 
Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  what  discount  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow 
on  1969  taxes  if  paid  within  ten  days  of  the  posting  of  the  Tax  Invoice. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds  or  in  any  other  manner. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  and  adopt 
the  recommendations  of  the  Budget  Committee,  raise  and  appropriate 
the  various  sums  contained  in  the  report  and  listed  in  the  Budget 
which  includes  the  following  recommended  special  appropriations: 

(A)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $295,000  or 
some  other  sum  for  the  purpose  of  expanding  and  improving  the 
sewer  system  of  the  Town  as  authorized  under  Article  IOC  of  the 
Warrant  for  the   1967  Town  Meeting,  and  determine   how  any  such

appropriation  shall  be  raised,  whether  by  taxation,  transfer  of  avail- 
able funds  or  borrowing  and,  if  by  borrowing,  to  authorize  the  issuance 
of  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  and  to  take  such  other  and  further 
action  in  connection  with  the  foregoing  matters  or  any  of  them  as 
may  be  determined  upon. 

(B)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  new  grader,  with 
attachments,  for  the  Highway  Department,  and  for  such  purpose  to 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  $30,000,  such  sum  to  be  raised 
through  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  under  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  33  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  amended,  and  to 
authorize  the  selectmen  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment 
and  rate  of  interest  on  said  notes,  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be 
necessary  to  the  issuance  thereof. 

(C)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  new  four-wheel 
drive  truck  for  the  Highway  Department,  and  for  such  purpose  to  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  exceeding  $18,000.00,  such  sum  to  be  raised 
through  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  under  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  33  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  amended,  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment 
and  rate  of  interest  on  said  notes,  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be 
necessary  to  the  issuance  thereof. 

(D)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  used  ambulance 
for  the  Newport  Ambulance  Service,  and  for  such  purpose  to  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  exceeding  $5,500,  such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the 
issuance  of  serial  notes  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  33  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  amended,  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment  and  rate  of 
interest  on  said  notes,  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to 
the  issuance  thereof. 

(E)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  an  addition  to  the 
present  Newport  Fire  Station  for  the  purpose  of  storing  Fire  Depart- 
ment equipment,  and  for  such  purpose  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $20,000.00,  such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of 
serial  notes  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
33  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  amended,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment  and  rate  of  interest  on 
said  notes,  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  issu- 
ance thereof. 

(F)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  an  addition  to  the 
present  Newport  Police  Station  for  the  purpose  of  providing  new  cells 
and  detention  facilities,  and  for  such  purpose  to  appropriate  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $22,500.00,  such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance 
of  serial  notes  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
33  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  amended,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment  and  rate  of  interest  on 


said  notes,  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  issuance 
thereof. 

(G)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  extension  of 
water  mains  from  the  vicinity  of  Newport  High  School  on  North  Main 
Street  to  the  Airport,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the  site 
of  a  new  plant  to  be  constructed  by  the  Pine  Tree  Castings  Corp.  and 
for  such  purpose  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  $30,000.00,  such 
sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  under  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  33  of  the  Revised  Laws  as 
amended,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  determine  the  time  and 
place  of  payment  and  rate  of  interest  on  said  notes,  and  to  take  such 
action  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  issuance  thereof. 

(H)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $4,000.00  (contingent  upon  a  like  sum  of  Federal  funds  to  be  made 
available)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  tract  of  land,  formerly 
owned  by  Mrs.  Edna  Earle,  consisting  of  approximately  80  acres,  north 
of  Newport  High  School  for  the  purpose  of  being  developed  into  an 
outdoor  recreation  area,  such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance 
of  serial  notes  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
33  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  amended,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment  and  rate  of  interest  on 
said  notes,  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  issu- 
ance thereof. 

(I)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $4,000.00  to  repair  to  a  suitable  condition  for  travel  thereon  of 
highway  leading  westerly  to  property  now  of  Robert  A.  Shackett  and 
Jane  B.  Shackett  from  the  highway  leading  to  North  Newport  from 
the  State  Highway  to  Claremont.  The  highway  to  be  repaired  being 
approximately  nine-tenths  (.9)  of  a  mile  and  presently  classified  as  a 
Class  VI  highway.  The  repairs  contemplated  would  put  the  highway 
in  condition  to  become  a  Class  V  highway  which  the  Town  has  the 
duty  to  maintain  regularly  as  a  town  road,  such  sum  to  be  raised 
through  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  under  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  33  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  amended,  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment 
and  rate  of  interest  on  said  notes,  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be 
necessary  to  the  issuance  thereof.  (Not  recommended  by  the  Budget 
Committee.) 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  a  parcel  of  property,  adjacent  to  the  Newport  Airport, 
approximately  86  ft.  x  430  ft.,  containing  8.8  acres,  to  the  Pine  Tree 
Castings  Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  new  industrial 
plant  thereon  for  a  total  sum  of  $13,000. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  252,  in  relation  to  sewers  and 
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sewerage  system  of  the  Town  of  Newport. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  ordinance 
providing  for  the  installation,  regulation  and  use  of  parking  meters 
and  defining  parking  meter  zones  as  adopted  at  the  1950  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  as  amended,  by  striking  out  Sections  14  and  15  thereof  and 
substituting  the  following: 

Section  14.  Each  such  owner  or  operator  of  a  vehicle  who  violates 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  which  governs  and  regulates  stopping, 
standing  and  parking  of  vehicles,  may,  within  24  hours  of  the  time 
when  such  notice  of  violation  was  attached  to  such  vehicle,  pay  to  the 
Police  Officer  in  charge  and  on  duty  at  Police  Headquarters,  or  deposit 
in  such  container  for  and  in  full  satisfaction  of  such  violation,  the  sum 
of  $1.00  for  such  violation.  In  the  event  that  such  sum  as  hereinbefore 
provided  shall  not  have  been  paid  or  deposited  within  said  24  hours  for 
such  violation  such  owner  or  operator  may  within  the  next  48  hours 
pay  to  said  Police  Headquarters  or  deposit  in  said  container  the  sum 
of  $2.00  in  full  satisfaction  of  such  violation. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  its  legisla- 
tors, now  serving  in  the  House  of  Representative,  to  introduce  an 
enabling  act  in  the  legislature  for  the  purpose  of  abolishing  our  present 
system  of  government  by  Town  Meeting,  and  substituting  in  place 
thereof  a  Town  Council  form  of  Government  for  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.  (Polls  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of 
ballots  at  9:30  A.M.  and  shall  not  be  closed  earlier  than  7:00  P.M.)

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


During  1968  a  very  substantial  beginning  was  made  to  improve 
and  upgrade  our  Police  Department.  The  need  for  such  an  overall 
improvement  program  has  been  developing  gradually  over  the  past 
few  years  but  circumstances  developed  in  1968  which  made  immediate 
action  imperative.  The  initial  action  taken  included  the  hiring  of  a 
new  Deputy  Chief  plus  other  added  personnel  such  as  patrolmen,  dis- 
patcher and  a  meter  maid.  With  this  expanded  force  we  also  had  to 
plan  for,  and  in  some  cases  implement,  expansion  of  the  police  static 
plus  the  addition  of  much  needed  new  equipment. 

The  entire  old  Town  Office  building  is  now  occupied  by  the  Police 
Department  and  has  been  completely  renovated  on  the  inside.  Some 
funds  and  materials  for  this  purpose  were  donated  by  local  businessmen 
to  whom  we  are  very  grateful.  A  great  deal  of  voluntary  labor  was 
donated  by  the  members  of  this  department  showing  their  interest  in 
improving  the  department. 

Renovations  include  a  complete  photo  laboratory  on  the  second 
floor,  a  new  private  office  for  interrogations,  and  a  locker  room  for 
individual  members  of  the  department.  Also  both  floors  were  complete- 
ly repainted.  The  first  floor  now  has  a  counter  for  service  to  the  public 
plus  an  office  for  the  Police  Chief. 

Some  few  items  of  individual  clothing  and  equipment  were  pro- 
vided as  needed.  More  will  be  requested  in  the  1969  budget. 

Many  new  and  modern  record  systems  have  been  introduced.  Dis- 
patchers are  on  duty  at  night  providing  complete  telephone  coverage 
thus  freeing  regular  patrolmen  for  outside  duty.  The  addition  of  the 
metermaid,  who  also  does  some  clerical  work,  has  been  a  significant 
improvement  and  will  be  continued. 

The  addition  of  personnel  and  equipment  has  given  Newport  much 
needed  additional  Police  coverage  and  has  been  the  first  step  in  an 
overall  program  to  build  the  best  Police  Department  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. Our  efforts  in  this  direction  are  aimed  at  developing  a  depart- 
ment which  will  be  well  able  to  cope  with  the  modern  wave  of  crime, 
delinquency,  and  general  moral  degeneration.  A  rather  substantial  in- 
crease in  funds  is  being  requested  in  1969  to  enable  us  to  continue 
the  excellent  work  which  was  begun  in  1968.

FIRE   DEPARTMENT 


Citizens  of  Newport, 

The  most  important  improvement  to  Newport's  Fire  Department 
in  1968  was  the  installation  of  the  new  "five  and  five"  alarm  circuit 
approved  by  your  vote  at  Town  Meeting.  It  replaces  the  inadequate 
one-circuit  system  and  will  handle  10  times  the  previous  load.  Two 
new  boxes,  61  and  62  at  Sturm  Ruger  Co.,  have  been  added  to  the 
circuit. 

Another  emergency  service  was  handled  at  the  Newport  Fire  Sta- 
tion for  the  first  time  in  1968.  Ambulance  calls  were  received  on  the 
fire  telephone  and  ambulance  service  was  contacted  from  the  station. 

Fire  loss  was  low.  There  were  102  calls  but  only  six  general 
alarms.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  calls  were  for  either  chimney  fires  or 
oil  burner  fires.  There  were  two  false  alarms  and  82  still  calls. 

The  department  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  effective 
Jan.  1,  1969,  of  Charles  Robertson,  a  25-year  veteran,  houseman  for 
many  years  and  superintendent  of  maintenance. 

My  sincere  appreciation  to  everyone  for  cooperation  in  fire  pre- 
vention, to  town  officials  and  police  for  cooperation  and  assistance, 
and  most  especially  to  Capt.  Arthur  Gokas  and  members  of  the  de- 
partment for  their  exceptionally  fine  service  to  the  community. 

In  behalf  of  the  department,  I  wish  to  pay  tribute  in  memoriam 
to  two  brother  fire  fighters  who  answered  their  final  roll  calls  in  1968, 
Lt.  Howard  Seaver  and  Grover  Gillingham.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


Normal  maintenance  operations  were  carried  on  throughout  the 
year  without  any  major  rebuilding  of  roads  or  bridges.  We  did  put 
a  blacktop  surface  on  Labers  Road,  on  East  Mountain,  using  state 
matching  funds  for  this  purpose.  We  also  discontinued  the  use  of 
Cross  Street  Bridge,  due  to  reports  received  from  the  State  Highway 
Department  that  this  bridge  was  considered  unsafe.  Plans  are  being 
made,  to  close  off  completely,  or  rebuild  this  bridge  in  the  near  future. 
For  the  time  being,  this  bridge  is  restricted  to  pedestrian  traffic. 

Several  additional  pieces  of  equipment  were  added  to  the  depart- 
ment as  follows: 

New  catch  basin  cleaner. 
Used  Jeep  with  snowplow. 
New  sidewalk  plow. 

A  major  replacement  problem  on  two  very  important  pieces  of 
heavy  equipment  are  now  facing  the  department.  Both  pieces  are 
very  old  and  completely  worn  out.  They  have  given  good  service  at 
a  minimum  cost  of  maintenance  over  nearly  twenty  years.  They  must 
be  replaced  now  and  funds  will  be  requested  in  the  1969  warrant  as 
follows: 

Grader  $30,000 

Four-wheel  drive  heavy  duty  truck    $18,000 

The  Highway  Department  had  nine  full-time  employees  in  Janu- 
ary 1961  and  still  has  the  same  number  in  January  1969,  in  spite  of 
the  great  increase  in  workload,  due  to  many  new  roads  now  being 
maintained.  One  additional  man  will  be  requested  in  1969. 

Carrying  the  increased  workload  with  the  same  crew  of  men  is 
partially  due  to  some  new  and  improved  equipment,  but  primarily  due 
to  the  competence  of  the  men  in  the  department  and  the  excellent 
supervision  of  the  Highway  Superintendent.

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WATER  AND  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 


WATER 


The  long  awaited  water  improvements  project  was  finally  com- 
pleted in  1968,  with  the  exception  of  meter  installations  which  will 
continue  through  1969  and  possibly  until  early  1970.  The  completion  of 
this  project  now  provides  the  town  with  one  of  the  most  modern  and 
complete  water  departments  in  New  England.  The  department  is  now 
totally  self-supporting  from  water  revenue. 

The  principal  improvements  which  have  been  made  are  as  follows: 

1.  A  gravel  packed  well  and  new  automatic  pumping  facilities 
have  been  completed  in  the  Pollard's  Mills  Area.  This  well  more  than 
doubles  Newport's   available  water   supply. 

2.  Additional  chlorinating  facilities  with  stand-by  generator  have 
been  installed  in  the  chlorinator  house  in  Unity. 

3.  New  outlets,  valves  and  strainer  facilities  have  been  installed 
at  Gilman  Pond. 

4.  A  2,500,000  gallon  standpipe  beyond  the  end  of  Summer  St. 
Ext.  has  been  completed  and  is  fully  operational.  This  replaces  the  old 
leaky  reservoir  on  East  Mountain  which  is  no  longer  in  service.  It  pro- 
vides the  town  with  nearly  one  week's  normal  supply  of  water,  close 
to  town,  providing  necessary  additional  water  flow  for  fire  fighting 
emergencies. 

5.  Eighty-five  new  hydrants  were  installed  on  the  water  system 
now  giving  the  town  a  total  of  214  hydrants  in  all. 

6.  Over  100  new  gate  valves  have  been  installed  throughout  the 
entire  system  to  make  it  possible,  in  case  of  emergency,  to  isolate 
the  problem  area  without  shutting  off  water  service  to  large  areas 
of  the  town. 

7.  Approximately  9  miles  of  new  water  mains  have  been  laid 
throughout  the  town  to  include  the  Guild  area.  These  new  mains  now 
provide  an  adequate  supply  throughout  the  town  at  pressures  and  in 
volume  which  is  acceptable  to  the  N.  H.  Board  of  Underwriters. 

8.  A  new  telemetering  device  has  been  installed  in  the  town  office 
giving  complete  and  automatic  control  of  the  entire  system  which 
keeps  the  standpipe  at  proper  levels  at  all  times.

SEWER 

Late  in  1968  Newport  was  advised  that  a  grant  of  federal  funds, 
totalling  $400,000,  was  available  to  the  town  to  begin  construction  of 
the  over-all  sewer  improvements  project  which  has  been  in  the  plan- 
ning stage  for  nearly  8  years.  The  Selectmen  accepted  this  grant  and 
the  consulting  engineer  was  directed  to  update  all  costs  to  see  if 
more  funds  were  necessary. 

Several  factors  had  to  be  considered  in  the  reappraisal  of  the 
project  as  follows: 

1.  Increased  construction  costs  of  about  14  per  cent  since  last 
figures  were  made. 

2.  Reduction  of  federal  funds  from  50  per  cent  to  40  per  cent 
at  this  time  with  additional  10  per  cent  guaranteed  at  a  later  date. 

3.  Possible  changes  in  original  plans  to  try  to  offset  additional 
fund  requirements  in  (1)  and  (2)  above. 

The  end  result  of  the  Engineers  re-study  indicates  the  need  of  an 
additional  bonding  authority  of  $295,000.  Of  this  amount  the  town  will 
recover  $188,500  (this  is  the  10  per  cent  additional  federal  money) 
at  a  later  date.  The  other  $106,500  is  the  additional  amount  covering 
the  town  and  state's  share  due  to  increased  construction  costs  over 
the  past  two  years. 

This  program  is  to  be  supported  entirely  by  sewer  charges  levied 
upon  users  and  will  not  come  out  of  tax  revenues.  Construction  is 
scheduled  to  start  in  spring  of  1969  and  be  completed  late  in  1970.

Our  Cemetery  Department  has  been  plagued  with  an  overly  large 
amount  of  absenteeism,  due  to  illness  during  the  year  1968.  In  spite  of 
this,  normal  operations  were  continued  without  interruption.  The  prac- 
tice of  using  the  town  backhoe  in  digging  graves,  wherever  possible, 
has  been  a  tremendous  help.  A  total  of  40  graves  was  dug  in  this 
manner.

DEPARTMENT  OF  RECREATION 


With  the  Center  in  full-time  operation  during  the  winter  of  1968 
many  people,  young  and  old,  used  the  department's  facilities.  Programs 
such  as  Midget  Basketball,  Junior  High  and  Senior  High  Basketball, 
Cheerleading,  Baton  Twirling,  Crafts,  Dances,  Senior  Citizens,  Teen 
Council,  Youth  Council,  and  Club  meetings,  as  well  as  many  more,  kept 
the  Center  a  busy  place.  During  the  winter  many  people  enjoyed  the 
skating  rink  on  the  common. 

During  the  summer  attention  was  focused  away  from  the  center 
to  outside  activities.  The  playground  saw  a  record  number  of  partici- 
pants. This  year  a  new  feature  was  added  when  the  Newport  Swim, 
Inc.  donated  the  Portable  Swimming  Pool  to  the  town.  Over  300  young- 
sters were  registered  in  the  swimming  lesson  program. 

The  first  "Teen  Summer  Theater"  was  held  during  the  months  of 
July  and  August.  More  than  150  teens  worked  together  toward  one 
common  goal  —  fix  up  the  Town  Hall  Theater  and  to  put  on  a  first-rate 
musical.  They  accomplished  it  all. 

The  coming  of  the  fall  saw  the  Center  reopen  for  full-time  pro- 
grams. Girls  in  large  numbers  took  part  in  the  baton  twirling  classes 
and  cheerleading.  Boys  played  flag  football,  basketball  and  indoor 
hockey.  During  all  this  the  Center  was  becoming  more  popular  as  a 
meeting  place  for  organizations  in  town.  To  accommodate  these  groups 
the  Jaycees  renovated  the  Pistol  Range  to  make  a  nice  meeting  room, 
along  with  the  rooms  we  already  had  in  use. 
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Many  groups  have  been  of  great  help  during  the  past  year,  and 
to  each  organization  and  its  members,  we  are  heartfully  grateful.

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NEWPORT  AREA  HOME  HEALTH   AGENCY 


The  Area  Home  Health  Agency,  a  non-profit  voluntary  agency, 
serving  the  following  towns:  Newport,  Grantham,  Croydon,  Goshen, 
Lempster,  Unity,  Washington,  and  Newbury  has  made  a  real  contri- 
bution to  betterment  of  the  health  of  our  citizens  through  skilled 
nursing  service.  The  Agency  is  supported  through  grants  from  the  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  and  from 
appropriations  from  the  participating  towns,  fees  from  patients,  and 
payments  through  Medicare  and  Medicaid.

Dear  Sir: 

In  1968  the  Newport  Hospital  witnessed  changes  in  many  areas. 

1.  Facilities: 

In  an  effort  to  beautify  the  appearance  of  the  hospital,  the  exterior 
was  painted  and  the  hospital's  property  to  the  north  and  east  of  the 
building  was  cleared  of  brush.  Inside  the  hospital,  a  painting  program 
initiated  last  summer  is  near  completion.  For  reasons  of  economy  and 
space,  the  hospital's  laundry  equipment  was  sold  and  a  contract  was 
made  with  a  local  commercial  laundry  service.  Thus,  on  the  hospital's 
first  floor,  space  was  made  available  for  soon  to  be  completed  storage 
facilities,  a  larger  Medical  Records  Library,  and  a  much  needed  con- 
ference room. 

The  hospital  has  purchased  17  new  directional  signs.  They  will  be 
strategically  placed  at  intersections  throughout  the  town  offering  posi- 
tive direction  to  the  hospital  from  all  major  routes. 

2.  Medical  Staff: 

On  December  3rd  of  1968,  Patrick  J.  McCarthy,  M.D.,  specializing 
in  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  joined  the  staff  of  Newport  Hospital 
bringing  the  number  of  staff  doctors  to  15.  Our  physicians  and  trustees 
are  actively  exploring  the  ways  and  means  to  attract  more  physicians 
to  the  Newport  area. 

3.  Finances: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  voted  a  Town  appropriation  request  of 
$15,000.  This  is  $5,000  less  than  in  1968. 

4.  Future: 

With  a  view  toward  locating  physicians'  offices  closer  to  the  hos- 
pital, to  provide  better  service  to  the  patient  and  to  attract  new  physi- 
cians to  join  the  Newport  staff,  the  Trustees  and  physicians  are  current- 
ly researching  the  possibility  of  erecting  a  professional  building  adja- 
cent to  the  hospital.  Hopefully,  this  desirable  asset  to  our- community 
will  be  realized  before  publication  of  the  1969  annual  report. 

The  hospital  administrators,  trustees  and  many  other  interested 
citizens  from  Newport  and  Claremont  in  New  Hampshire  and  Windsor, 
Bellows  Falls,  Springfield  and  Brattleboro  in  Vermont,  jointly  formed 
the  Connecticut  Valley  Health  Compact.  By  intensive  comprehensive 
research  and  data  gathering,  this  organization  will  suggest  the  ways 
and  means  to  improve  total  health  care  for  this  area.  A  sizeable  grant 
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has  been  awarded  to  the  compact  by  the  federal  government  which  is 
to  be  used  to  support  such  an  undertaking. 

Without  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  help  and  support  of  the  Hospital  Aid  and  the  citizens 
of  Newport,  the  hospital  could  not  have  accomplished  so  much  in 
1968.  To  all  of  these  dedicated  persons,  The  Newport  Hospital  expresses 
its  sincere  thanks.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE 


The  activities  for  the  local  Civil  Defense  during  1968  were  not 
extensive  although  all  tests  were  completed.  There  were  no  public 
participation  exercises  during  the  year  but  it  is  hoped  that  there  will 
be  several  courses  in  the  next  six  months  which  will  require  attendance 
of  the  general  public. 

The  Civil  Defense  ambulance  was  incorporated  into  the  Newport 
Ambulance  Service  as  a  starter  for  the  Town  run  service. 

Surplus  equipment  was  secured  for  several  departments  through 
the  New  Hampshire  Distributing  Agency. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  were  active  during  the  fall  and  last  summer 
doing  relief  duty  for  the  Police  Department. 

The  local  members  of  the  Auxiliary  Police  were  hosts  for  the 
State  Civil  Defense  Police  Pistol  Shoot  on  the  range  located  on  Brad- 
ford Road. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  held  a  competetive  Pistol  League  last  spring 
in  the  Community  Center  starting  in  January  and  ending  in  May.  The 
league  was  not  held  this  year  due  to  lack  of  available  facilities. 

It  is  planned  to  hold  a  Medical  Self  Help  Course  during  the  coming 
year.

NEWPORT  AMBULANCE 


The  Newport  Ambulance  Service  was  put  into  operation  July  1, 
1968  with  the  Civil  Defense  Ambulance  being  the  only  vehicle.  One 
of  the  first  things  done  by  the  director  was  to  secure  back-up  service 
from  the  Newton-Bartlett  Funeral  Home.  Mr.  Bartlett  allowed  the  use 
of  his  ambulance  by  the  Service  in  this  manner  and  when  the  CD 
ambulance  was  in  service.  This  very  valuable  cooperation  was  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  personnel. 

The  Service  is  manned  by  volunteers  who  are  compensated  at  the 
rate  of  20  cents  for  each  hour  on  call  or  working.  The  Service  is 
scheduled  for  24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week  with  two  members 
on  call  at  all  times.  A  backup  team  is  available  if  the  second  ambu- 
lance is  needed.  This  has  happened  on  several  occasions. 

Each  member  must  have  had  some  training  in  First  Aid  or  some 
such  course  or  have  practical  experience.  All  have  been  instructed  in 
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use  of  Oxygen  and  the  resuscitation  units  which  are  in  both  vehicles. 
Four  have  taken  the  course  put  on  at  the  Dartmouth  Medical  School 
for  attendants  and  which  included  emergency  childbirth.  One  mem- 
ber is  a  Licensed  Practical  Nurse.  The  attendants  have  done  a  re- 
markable job  so  far  and  plan  more  training  as  they  go. 

The  average  time  to  make  a  round  trip  local  call  is  less  than  30 
minutes.  This  is  from  call  time  until  the  vehicle  is  remade  for  the  next 
trip  and  which  is  also  a  good  record. 

Transfers  are  made  by  the  Service  by  first  calling  and  making 
arrangements  so  that  the  emergency  team  is  not  tied  up.  This  is  a 
rather  simple  operation  and  is  done  by  the  Director  when  called  by  the 
Dispatcher  at  the  Fire  Station. 

The  Service  is  Accredited  and  qualifies  for  Medicare  and  Welfare 
patients.  All  persons  who  use  the  Service  are  charged  a  flat  fee  of 
$20.00  unless  the  run  has  to  go  to  Hanover  or  Concord.  The  limits  of 
the  service  are  not  bound  by  any  geographical  limits  at  present  but 
goes  where  called  at  all  times.  It  is  felt  by  the  personnel  that  location 
should  not  be  a  factor  in  an  emergency  with  the  local  service  the  only 
one  in  the  immediate  area. 

The  Bartlett  ambulance  was  turned  over  to  the  Service  in  antici- 
pation of  the  Town  purchasing  the  vehicle  at  the  Town  Meeting.  The 
$10,000  vehicle  has  proven  itself  many  times  over  with  the  old  Sullivan 
Cadillac  as  back-up.  This  has  been  a  very  competent  team.  The  vehicles 
are  kept  in  the  rear  of  the  Town  Offices  and  exit  onto  Main  Street 
for  runs.  It  is  very  important  that  both  vehicles  are  available  at  all 
times  and  is  a  must  in  any  ambulance  Service.  A  run  to  Hanover  could 
take  up  to  two  hours  and  there  must  be  coverage  while  it  is  being 
made.  Both  vehicles  have  been  out  at  the  same  time  three  times  since 
the  start. 

New  Standards  being  set  up  will  require  that  certain  equipment 
be  added  to  the  vehicles  including  radio  contact  with  possibly  the 
Police  Department.  Rescue  tools  are  one  of  the  potential  additions. 

Billing  for  the  Service  is  handled  through  the  Town  Offices  and 
at  this  time  has  all  records  for  the  financial  part  of  the  Service.  There 
have  been  about  135  runs  made  since  July  1  and  there  were  29  during 
the  month  of  January.  While  many  calls  are  made  during  the  day  it 
has  been  noted  that  a  considerable  number  have  been  made  at  two  or 
three  in  the  morning.  And  it  might  be  noted  that  in  these  cases  the 
doctor  is  generally  there. 

Public  backing  is  asked  by  the  Service  in  both  the  maintenance 
of  the  Service  and  the  obeying  of  the  laws  of  the  road  concerning 
ambulances.

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 


Citizens  of  Newport: 

During  the  year  1968  the  Board  of  Adjustment  met  10  times,  one 
of  which  was  a  special  meeting  held  for  the  convenience  of  an  appli- 
cant for  a  variance.  During  the  months  of  March,  May,  and  December 
no  applications  for  appeals  were  received  so  it  was  not  necessary  to 
hold  regular  meetings  in  those  months. 

Ten  variances  and  two  appeals  to  decisions  thereto  were  considered 
by  the  Board.  On  these,  six  were  granted,  four  were  denied  as  were 
the  two  appeals.  Four  requests  for  special  exceptions  were  also  re- 
ceived by  the  Board,  three  of  which  were  granted  and  one  denied. 
Variances  approved  by  the  Board  were  approved  because  they  either 
would  not  adversely  affect  an  abutting  property  owner  or  to  deny  the 
variance  would  create  an  injustice.  In  denying  requests  for  variances 
the  Board  found  that  to  grant  them  would  adversely  affect  abutting 
property  owners  or  would  violate  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  zoning 
ordinance.  In  making  the  one  denial  for  a  special  exception  the  Board 
felt  that  to  grant  it  would  defeat  the  stated  purposes  of  the  zoning 
ordinance. 

In  February,  1968,  Mr.  Bernard  P.  Towne,  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  found  it  necessary  to  resign  from  the  Board  due  to 
pressure  of  business.  Mr.  John  W.  Boyle  was  elected  to  succeed  him. 
During  the  year  Mr.  Andrew  Williams  also  resigned  from  the  Board, 
and  Mr.  Gardiner  Stetson  and  Mr.  George  Smet  were  appointed  as  new 
members.  Mrs.  Ethel  Roberts  was  appointed  as  regular  alternate  and 
Mr.  Harold  H.  Campbell  resigned  from  his  position  as  alternate.  Tem- 
porary alternates  appointed  by  Mr.  Heidner  during  the  year  were 
Mr.  Roland  Taylor  and  Mr.  Oliver  Drown.

LIBRARY   REPORT 


"If  every  person  in  Newport  used  the  library,  the  average  number 
of  books  borrowed  would  be  seven  books  based  on  the  1968  circula- 
tion. As  the  number  of  registered  borrowers  is  2,517,  it  averages  more 
than  16  books  a  year  for  each  borrower,"  said  Jean  K.  Claggett,  libra- 
rian, in  her  annual  report  to  trustees. 

The  nature  of  the  library  as  a  free  learning  center  for  all  ages 
is  changing  according  to  Mrs.  Claggett:  "Newport's  fiction  reading 
seems  to  be  declining  (Is  TV  supplying  recreational  and  escape  reading 
needs?),  but  the  non-fiction  figures  are  rising  to  a  55.4  per  cent  of 
the  adult  books  circulated."  A  total  of  1,374  reference  questions  (an 
increase  of  255)  was  answered. 

Library  use  continues  upward  in  1968.  We  expanded  the  hours  of 
library  service  from  33  to  42  hours  per  week.  There  were  41,745 
books,  records  and  periodicals  circulated  for  an  increase  of  1,288  over 
1967. 

This  continues  a  rate  of  activity  that  shows  a  circulation  growth 
of  31  per  cent  since  1962  when  we  moved  to  our  new  location.  In 
gratitude  and  tribute  to  Mrs.  D.  Sidney  Rollins  who  died  in  November, 
1968,  the  net  effect  of  her  donation  of  her  historic  home  to  be  used 
for  the  town  library  should  be  noted:  our  1968  circulation  of  41,745  is 
a  record  high  and  it  is  13,005  over  the  1962  level. 

The  Richards  Library  continues  to  benefit  from  the  generosity 
of  Mrs.  Rollins  because  we  have  received  $50,000  in  securities  from 
her  estate.  The  terms  of  her  bequest  are  that  the  trust  "is  to  be  held 
by  them  in  a  maintenance  and  upkeep  fund,  the  net  income  therefrom 
to  be  used  by  the  trustees  of  the  Richards  Free  Library  to  maintain 
and  keep  in  as  good  condition  as  they  are  able,  the  land  and  buildings." 
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These  securities  are  expected  to  earn  about  $2,500  annually  de- 
pending on  market  conditions,  but  only  half  of  this  will  be  additional 
money,  since  Mrs.  Rollins  made  it  her  personal  policy  to  contribute 
about  $1,200  to  the  library  each  year  while  she  was  alive,  to  help 
defray  maintenance  costs. 

To  fulfill  her  intent,  the  trustees  are  undertaking  a  study  to  de- 
velop a  five-year  maintenance  program  to  accomplish  work  on  the 
library  property  that  has  been  deferred.  This  will  include  roof  repairs, 
expected  to  cost  about  $2,500,  and  the  installation  of  a  new  heating 
system  to  replace  the  present  old  system  which  has  failed  several  times. 

A  major  act  of  the  trustees  in  1968  was  to  undertake  initial  plan- 
ning for  the  reconsideration  of  the  nature  of  investments  of  various 
trust  funds,  reserve  funds,  book  funds  and  investments  which  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  trustees.  We  hope,  in  1969,  to  consider  profes- 
sional advice  on  the  management  of  these  resources  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  library  and  community.  This  will  involve  the  seeking 
of  a  proper  balance  between  the  existing  need  for  maximum  annual 
interest  as  weighed  against  the  benefits  of  investment  for  long-term 
gain. 

The  trustees  also  voted  to  change  the  organizational  structure  of 
their  board  —  the  policy  making  branch  of  the  community  library. 
Except  for  the  one  person  elected  to  trusteeship  by  vote  of  the  town, 
board  membership  has  been  through  invitation  and  election  by  the 
existing  members  of  the  board.  There  was  no  limitation  on  the  total 
length  of  membership.  In  1968,  the  trustees  voted  to  reduce  the  term 
of  election  from  seven  to  three  years  and  to  limit  each  member  to  a 
total  period  of  service  of  six  consecutive  years.  Those  retired  by  this 
rule,  however,  may  be  reelected  to  the  board  after  a  one-year  absence. 

The  intent  of  trustees  in  making  this  change  was  to  insure  a 
rotation  of  responsibility  and  a  variety  of  membership  on  the  library 
governing  board. 

The  trustees  also  voted  to  create  a  Former  Trustees  Association  in 
Newport  to  provide  a  new  resource  for  library  development.  Through 
this  new  group  —  believed  the  first  of  its  kind  in  U.  S.  library  work 
—  the  talents  and  knowledge  of  former  trustees  will  continue  to  be 
available  in  a  variety  of  forms.  The  group  is  being  organized  by  Mrs. 
Marion  Berry,  immediate  past  president  of  the  Richards  Library 
Trustees.  Former  trustees  include  Kenneth  Andler,  Wesley  Hallett, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Evan  Hill,  Raymond  Holden,  John  C.  McCrillis  and 
John  Sokul. 

In  1968,  the  library  recorded  $23,537.48  in  total  receipts  with 
$15,230  of  this  coming  from  the  town  appropriation.  A  total  of  $3,012 
was  spent  on  books  and  the  balance  went  to  salaries  —  61  per  cent 
of  the  budget  —  and  to  operating  and  overhead  expenses. 

One  of  our  former  trustees,  Raymond  Holden,  was  designated  as 
the   1968   "Library  Trustee   of   the  Year"  by  the   American   Library 
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Trustees  Association. 

Present  trustees  of  the  Richards  Library  include  Gordon  B.  Flint, 
Edward  DeCourcy,  Mrs.  George  A.  Dorr,  Mrs.  Raymond  Holden,  Mrs. 
Lou  Dean  Franz,  Mrs.  Mary  Kainu,  Harry  Spanos  and  Lawence  Whit- 
ney. Mrs.  Holden  is  a  member  of  the  N.  H.  State  Library  Commission 
and  I  also  represent  Newport  as  president  of  the  N.  H.  Library  Trust- 
ees Assn.,  and  as  a  director  of  the  New  England  Library  Trustees  Assn.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Newport  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  De- 
cember 31,  1967,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part 
of  the  report. 

SCOPE   OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town 
Clerk,  Water  and  Sewer  Departments,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and 
District  Court.

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and 
audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting 
invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts 
were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with 
reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  submitted  by  deposi- 
tory banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 
Accounts  receivable  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Departments  were  also 
verified  by  sending  notices  to  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
deliquent  lists.  The  amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  and 
Water  and  Sewer  Department  accounts  receivable,  as  indicated  in  this 
report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated 
by  the  return  of  verification  notices.

Included  in  the  net  overdraft  was  an  overdraft  of  $1,500.00  in  the 
Ambulance  Service  for  which  the  Tax  Commission  authorized  the  ex- 
penditure. Deducting  this  expenditure  from  the  above  overdraft  of 
appropriations  of  $11,698.80  leaves  a  net  overdraft  of  $10,198.80. 

The  main  cause  of  this  overdraft  is  in  the  interest  account.  Tax 
Anticipation  Notes  were  issued  in  the  amount  of  $600,000.00  with  an 
interest  cost  of  $12,500.00  and  an  appropriation  of  only  $2,000.00  cov- 
ering temporary  loans. 

Under  the  Municipal  Budget  Law,  Chapter  32:10  RSA  provides 
that  no  expenditure  for  any  purpose  be  made  for  which  an  appropria- 
tion has  not  been  made.  All  recommended  appropriations  should  be 
made  for  the  total  amount  that  may  be  spent  for  specific  municipal 
purposes.  If  revenues  are  anticipated,  they  should  not  be  considered 
in  making  an  appropriation  because  the  appropriation  should  be  auth- 
orized for  the  total  amount  to  be  spent,  regardless  of  any  revenues 
that  may  be  received  to  offset  the  cost. 

Uncollected  Taxes: 

A  review  should  be  made  of  prior  years'  uncollected  taxes  (levies 
of  1960  through  1965)  and  abatements  issued  if  uncollectible. 

Unredeemed  Taxes: 

As  of  December  31,  1967,  there  were  unredeemed  taxes  from  the 
tax  sales  on  account  of  the  tax  levies  of  1964  and  prior  years  as  fol- 
lows:

Inasmuch  as  the  two  year  period  provided  by  law  in  which  re- 
demptions from  tax  sales  may  be  made  has  expired  on  all  of  these 
unredeemed  taxes,  the  tax  collector  should  deed  all  of  the  properties 
represented  by  these  unredeemed  tax  liens  to  the  Town  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that 
this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter 
of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Newport 
for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Newport: 

TEACHERS 

Why  is  there  a  shortage  of  qualified  teachers  in  New  Hampshire? 
This  question  is  frequently  asked  as  salary  schedules  climb  in  the 
towns  and  cities  throughout  this  state.  The  answer  to  this  question  may 
be  pointed  out  in  a  new  article  that  appeared  in  the  February  17,  1969 
issue  of  the  Manchester  Union  Leader  headlined  as  follows: 

"Education's  No.  1  Problem  Defined 

LACK  OF  TEACHERS  IN  U.  S.  CALLED  CRITICAL 

"WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  The  government  said  yesterday  the 
nation's  No.  1  problem  in  education  was  lack  of  teachers.  Reason  for 
the  shortage  it  said,  was  ever-expanding  educational  programs  and 
'teacher  dropouts.' 

"The  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  in  a  report 
on  a  survey  made  during  the  Johnson  administration,  said  the  most 
critical  education  problem  was  the  recruitment,  preparation,  retraining, 
and  retention  of  teachers. 

"The  report,  compiled  by  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  under  for- 
mer commissioner,  Harold  Howe  3rd,  conceded  that  more  and  more 
persons  are  entering  the  teaching  profession,  but  their  numbers  are 
being  absorbed  by  the  steadily  expanding  field  of  education,  or  si- 
phoned off  by  better  paying  jobs. 

"The  report  pointed  to  increased  services  in  guidance,  and  coun- 
seling, creations  of  two-year  community  colleges,  expanded  vocational 
training  and  special  programs  for  the  handicapped  and  poor  —  all 
requiring  more  teachers." 

CONCLUSION 

Unless  Newport  provides  competitive  salaries  with  other  New 
Hampshire  communities,  we  can  expect  to  hold  only  the  "captive" 
teachers  who  live  here  because  their  husbands  work  here.  To  replace 
those  teachers  who  would  inevitably  leave  —  if  our  salaries  are  not 
competitive  —  to  locate  in  a  more  favorable  "educational  climate," 
we  could  expect  to  attract  only  those  candidates  who  had  been  rejected 
by  other  school  systems. 

Newport  is  not  an  "educational  island."  I  continue  to  believe  the 
majority  of  Newport  citizens  want  to  maintain  good  schools  and  are 
willing  to  pay  for  their  support.

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  first  report  to  you  as  the  newly- 
appointed  principal  of  Newport  High  School. 

With  the  departure  of  Mr.  John  H.  Sokul,  after  eleven  years  of 
service  as  principal  in  Newport  schools,  to  become  assistant  superin- 
tendent of  Supervisory  Union  #43;  the  coming  of  Mr.  William  N. 
Rowland  to  the  assistant  principalship  of  Newport  High  School;  and  my 
own  appointment  to  the  principalship,  administrative  change  has  been 
very  much  in  evidence  during  the  past  two  months. 

A  number  of  new  courses  were  initiated  this  year.  Two  of  which 
are  the  seventh  grade  courses  of  Orientation  and  Anthropology; 
American  Studies  is  an  eighth  grade  course.  Other  new  courses  are: 
Humanities,  Twentieth  Century  Europe,  Senior  Seminar,  and  Advanced 
Mathematics  II. 

Additional  courses  should  be  developed  to  meet  the  needs  of  our 
students.  I  would  recommend  that  the  following  courses  be  considered: 

1.  A  health  program  in  which  sex  education  and  drug  abuse 
are  emphasized 

2.  Reading  Improvement  for  all  who  need  it 

3.  Public  Speaking 

4.  Creative  Writing 

5.  A  new  language 

6.  Asian  and  African  History 

7.  Bio-Chemistry 

8.  Mechanical  Drawing 

9.  Drafting 
10.    Electricity 

Special  areas  should  be  investigated  in  the  coming  months  in 
order  to  give  our  students  the  quality  education  they  deserve. 

1.  The  use  of  the  computer  in  the  classroom  —  perhaps  with  a 
Dartmouth  College  tie-in  would  be  extremely  beneficial 
The  Mathematics  Department  has  shown  great  interest  in  it. 
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2.  As  our  student  enrollment  increases  and  instructional  pro- 
grams become  more  individualized,  much  of  the  complex  and 
time  consuming  work,  such  as  building  a  master  schedule, 
record  work,  many  guidance  services,  to  name  a  few,  could 
be  done  more  quickly  and  accurately  by  "buying  some  time" 
on  a  computer. 

3.  The  large  field  bordering  the  high  school  is  in  need  of  de- 
velopment so  that  our  athletic  activities  can  be  held  at  the 
school.  For  example,  track  meets  have  to  be  scheduled  away 
because  of  the  lack  of  facilities,  and  football  and  baseball 
practices  and  contests  are  still  held  at  the  town  playground. 

Curriculum  development  continues.  Last  summer  the  Social  Studies 
Department  worked  on  revising  and  updating  their  course  offerings. 
It  is  planned  that  the  English  Department  will  work  on  curriculum 
this  summer. 

In  order  to  retain  our  best  teachers  and  attract  other  well-qualified 
teachers  to  Newport,  we  must  continue  to  have  a  competitive  teacher 
salary  schedule. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Newport  for  their  con- 
tinued support  of  the  schools.  Their  pride  is  certainly  apparent.

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  principal 
cf  Newport's  Elementary  Schools,  grades  one  through  six  and  the 
Special  Class. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  information  that  would  be 
important  for  parents  and  citizens  to  know. 

1.  The  elementary  school  enrollment  now  numbers  771  pupils. 

2.  Due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  eating  at  the 
Richards  School  Cafeteria  we  are  now  operating  on  a  three  shift 
schedule. 

3.  The  Towle  School  children  are  transported  by  bus  to  the  High 
School  to  eat  at  the  cafeteria. 

4.  Homogeneous  grouping  (pupils  working  with  others  on  a 
similar  level  of  achievement)  has  been  continued  in  the  3rd,  4th,  5th, 
and  6th  grades  primarily  in  Reading  and  Mathematics.  Home  rooms 
are  grouped  heterogeneously  (pupils  working  with  others  on  a  different 
level  of  achievement). 

5.  Towle  Elementary  School  has  continued  to  participate  in  the 
annual  Union-Leader  New  Hampshire  State  Spelling  Bee. 

6.  New  books  are  continually  being  added  to  the  Richards  School 
Library  and  to  the  Richards  Free  Library  which  is  being  used  by  the 
Towle  pupils  as  their  central  library.  Again,  I  want  to  take  this  op- 
portunity to  thank  the  volunteers  who  are  donating  their  time  super- 
vising both  libraries. 

7.  Educational  television  in  Science  (Grades  3,  5,  6),  Our  New 
Hampshire  (Grade  4),  Literature  (Grades  1,  2)  and  Social  Studies 
(Grades  6)  has  continued  as  an  aid  to  teaching. 

8.  Newport's  summer  Head  Start  Development  Center  and  Sum- 
mer School  was  located  in  Richards  School. 

9.  Federal  funds  from  Title  I  and  Title  II  were  used  in  projects 
for  the  "educationally  deprived"  students. 

10.  Requests  for  referral  to  Child  Guidance  Clinics  can  be  made 
at  any  time  by  parents  and  teachers.  Some  of  the  Agencies  which  have 
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been  helpful  to  us  include: 

1.  Sullivan  County  Mental  Health  Clinic 

2.  Hitchcock  Clinic,  Hanover,  New  Hampshire 

3.  N.  H.  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  Concord,  New  Hampshire 

11.  Fire  drills  were  held  at  least  once  a  month  and  twice  a  month 
during  warm  weather,  children  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old  building 
have  used  the  fire  escape  during  fire  drills. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  connected  with  these  schools  and  the 
citizens  of  Newport  for  their  continued  fine  support  and  cooperation 
to  make  this  past  school  year  a  successful  one.

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REPORT  OF  TEACHER  CONSULTANT 


TITLE  I  (ESEA),  P.L,  89-10.  During  the  school  year  1967-68  some 
140  to  145  students  at  both  elementary  and  secondary  level  were  served 
by  the  continuation  of  the  federally  funded  project  in  reading  improve- 
ment —  a  cooperative  project  involving  the  districts  of  Newport,  Go- 
shen-Lempster,  and  Sunapee. 

In  Newport,  approximately  120  students,  organized  in  small  groups, 
and  using  varied  materials  and  equipment,  received  remedial  reading 
instruction. 

At  the  elementary  level,  Mrs.  Pauline  Stoddard  instructed  classes 
at  both  Richards  and  Towle  Elementary  Schools.  Two  Teacher  Aides, 
Mrs.  Marlene  Kennedy  and  Mrs.  Roberta  Violette  worked  under  the 
direction  of  the  regular  classroom  teachers,  assisting  in  many  non- 
instructional  duties  and  occasionally  carried  out  special  drill  exercises 
with  small  groups  as  directed  by  the  teacher. 

At  the  high  school,  Mr.  Stephen  Zemianek  provided  remedial 
instruction  to  approximately  65  students,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Alda  Young, 
Librarian  Aide,  who  gave  added  support  to  the  reading  needs  of  these 
and  other  high  school  students.  Mrs.  Young  also  coordinated  the  use 
of  varied  audio-visual  equipment  as  needed  for  teachers  and  students 
in  other  curricula  areas  as  well  as  for  the  reading  programs. 

A  summer  reading  and  mathematics  program  was  also  approved 
under  the  Title  I  project  and  served  some  60  students  from  Newport, 
Goshen-Lempster,  and  Sunapee.  Teachers  for  this  six-week  program 
were  Mrs.  Pauline  Stoddard  and  Mrs.  Edith  Fowle  in  reading,  and 
Mrs.  Marilyn  Heath  in  mathematics. 

It  should  be  noted  that  greater  concentration  of  effort  for  Title  I 
students  at  the  opening  of  the  1968-69  school  year  was  made  possible 
by  increased  local  effort  in  adding  an  elementary  teacher  at  the  pri- 
mary grade  level,  adding  two  Teacher  Aides  to  take  up  more  of  the 
non-instructional  duties,  and  increasing  the  high  school  staff  in  the 
areas  of  social  studies,  English,  and  mathematics. 

While  funds  for  the  1968-69  projects  were  not  definitely  known, 
it  was  expected  that  all  programs  throughout  the  State  would  receive 
less  than  the  previous  year's  allocation.  This  allocation  is  based  on 
a  given  number  of  children  determined  from  census  figures,  low-income 
families,  foster  children,  and  other  disadvantaged  youths.  Students 
are  selected  for  the  progam  by  teacher  recommendations,  cooperation 
with  summer  and  year-round  Head  Start  programs,  and  yearly  evalu- 
ation of  the  projects. 

It  is  expected  that  suggestions  for  improvement  of  future  Title  I 
projects  will  come  from  an  advisory  committee  of  teachers,  parents, 
aides,  Head  Start  officials,  and  other  interested  agencies. 
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CURRICULUM  STUDIES.  As  the  school  year  1968-69  approached, 
plans  for  curriculum  revision  studies  were  being  considered  in  the 
areas  of  social  studies  and  mathematics.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mr. 
Delmar  Goodwin,  social  studies  coordinator  under  Title  III,  ESEA, 
Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Center  for  Regional  Innovation,  plans  call 
for  a  revision  of  the  curriculum  from  grades  1  through  6.  Mathematics 
committees  will  be  organized  at  various  levels  to  consider  needs  for 
new  materials,  introduction  of  new  topics,  and  bridging  the  curriculum 
from  upper  elementary  to  junior  high  levels.  Mrs.  Robert  Proulx  will 
head  the  intermediate- junior  high  level,  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bickford 
will  chair  the  primary  grade  levels. 

Sincere  appreciation  and  gratitude  is  expressed  to  all  who  have 
assisted  in  providing  the  best  education  for  Newport's  children.

Dear  Mr.  Flint: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  guidance  depart- 
ment of  Newport  High  School. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  1968-69  school  year  we  have  received 
over  one  hundred  and  fifty  requests  for  transcripts  and  certificates 
of  attendance.  This  is  well  over  the  total  of  such  requests  for  the 
entire  school  year  of  1967-68.  This  indicates  a  great  deal  of  mobility 
among  our  current  and  past  graduates  and  it  shows  an  increasing  value 
and  use  of  the  high  school  record.  Numerous  requests  are  being  re- 
ceived from  former  students  who  are  up-dating  their  occupational 
skills  or  are  changing  their  occupations  completely.  Parents  and  stu- 
dents may  wish  to  note  that  good  school  attendance  is  of  concern  to 
an  increasing  number  of  school,  military  and  occupational  agencies. 

This  year  we  have  tried  to  increase  the  time  spent  on  orientation 
of  students  arriving  at  Newport  High  School  and  of  those  students  who 
are  already  in  attendance.  We  have  initiated  group  guidance  (getting 
ideas  and  information  to  a  number  of  individuals),  and  group  counsel- 
ing (group  work  with  individuals  having  academic  or  social  adjust- 
ment problems),  and  for  general  improvement  in  human  relations.  We 
do  not  discount  individual  work  with  students,  but  hope  to  supplement 
it  with  the  advantages  of  group  work. 

One  of  the  problems  we  are  trying  to  overcome  is  the  lack  of 
understanding  of  the  relationship  of  guidance  to  the  student  who  does 
not  plan  to  continue  formal  education.  Our  responsibility  and  interest 
is  just  as  much  with  this  student  as  with  school  and  college  placement. 
Our  students  who  seek  immediate  employment  are  very  self-reliant, 
but  we  are  encouraging  them  to  use  the  increasing  materials  and 
assistance  we  have  at  their  disposal. 

There  is  one  problem  in  our  guidance  operation  that  we  cannot 
solve  without  help.  The  complexity  of  our  program  and  the  number 
of  individuals  we  would  like  to  assist  is  so  great  that  we  have  no  ef- 
fective follow-up  system.  We  respectfully  and  sincerely  request  that 
our  students,  parents,  teachers  and  administrators  bring  to  our  at- 
tention any  situations  that  are  possibly  in  our  realm.

THE    STATE   OF   NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District,  in  the  Town  of  Newport,  in 
the  County  of  Sullivan,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to 
vote  in  District   affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  District 
on  the  eighth  day  of  March  1969  at  1  o'clock  to  act  upon  the  Articles 
set  forth  in  this  Warrant.  Articles  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5  of  the  Warrant 
covering  the  election  of  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Member  of  the 
School  Board,  and  Auditors,  will  be  acted  upon  at  1  o'clock  p.m.  and 
voting  will  be  by  official  ballot  and  check  lists  and  the  polls  will  re- 
main open  for  this  purpose  from  1  o'clock  p.m.  until  at  least  3  o'clock 
p.m.  At  2  o'clock  p.m.  the  remaining  Articles  will  be  acted  upon. 

Article     1.  To  choose   a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article    2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article     3.  To  choose    a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing   three  years. 

Article    5.  To  choose  two  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  School  Dis- 
trict Officials  and  Agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations 
of  the  District,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropri- 
ation of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state 
equalization  fund,  and  other  state  sources,  together  with  other  income; 
the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  between 
the  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by 
taxes  by  the  town.
